In the Repub lican caucus 
to be held next Decemb er prior to the 
org anization of the house, J oseph G. 
Cannon is to be put forward b y the 
reg ulars as their candidate for the mi­ 
nority leadership. 
Representative 
Norris of Neb raska will b e nominated 
as the insurgent candidate for the hon­ 
or. 
Of the 163 Repub licans who will 
b e memb ers of the next house the ma­ 
jority 
are 
recognized 
as 
regulars. 
The insurgents contend that they will 
have fifty-five memb ers of their b and 
when the roll is called in the new 
house. As every one of them is a Can­ 
non hater, the fear is expressed b y Re­ 
pub lican leaders that the minority in 
the new house will b e b adly split from 
the b eginning. 
Under the plan adopted b y the Dem­ 
ocrats. house committee places in the 
new congress are to b e filled b y the 
ways and means committee, of which 
Representative Underwood will 
b e 
chairman. 
Mr. Norris and his follow­ 
ers will insist that in making assign­ 
ments their rights shall b e respect~d. 
From present indications the Repub li­ 
cans will b e represented on each of 
the important house committees b y six 
memb ers. It Is the purpose of Norris 
and his followers to ask that they b e 
given proportionate representation on 
each committee, that is two places, as 
compared with four for the regulars. 
The Democrats will likely consent to 
this, as it will tend further to empha­ 
size the factional troub les in the Re­ 
pub lican party. While the Democrats 
expect to have their own troub les in 
the new house, they are hopeful that 
squab b les in the Repub lican minority 
will prove diverting at times.

Frien dly Islan ds an d a small part of 
the southeast coast of Australia. The 
lin e of total eclipse will be in the 
form of a path sev en ty -fiv e miles in 
width from southeastern Australia to 
the equator, n ear South America. 
In 
this path the eclipse will be total for 
from two an d a half to fiv e min utes. 
To see the eclipse, scien tists would 
hav e to make the trip in steamers an d 
take the risk of missin g the path an d 
of bad weather. 
Accordin g to Professor Coggshall, 
who has charge of Kirkwood observ ­ 
atory at In dian a Un iv ersity , the pa r­ 
tial eclipse will be v isible about sun ­ 
set in In dian a. 
If the weather is fair 
the moon will he seen cuttin g across 
the southern edge of the sun an d will 
darken a small part of the disk for 
half an hour. In dian a is barely with­ 
in the n orthern limit of the eclipse. 
Scien tists are lookin g forward, how­ 
ev er, to the eclipse of n ex t October, 
when the moon will pass between the 
earth an d the sun .

Indianap olis, Feb. 3.—In the senate 
continued 
p rog ress 
is being made 
on the Proctor liquor reg ulation biff. 
Among the amendments adop ted Is one 
p rov iding for one saloon for the first 
5 00 inhabitants of a city or township 
and one saloon for each 1,000 there­ 
after. 
The biff accep ting the Long 
hosp ital g ift and setting aside a p or­ 
tion of M ilitary p ark as the site for 
the hosp ital, was p assed. Committees 
hav e rep orted fav orably on many biffs. 
In the house the Keeg an child labor 
bill was rep orted out by a div ided la­ 
bor committee and .made a sp ecial or­ 
der on second reading for Monday at 
2 o'clock p . rn. The house p assed the 
Clore bill to consolidate farm ers’ insti­ 
tutes and the ex tension work of the 
school of ag riculture of Purdue univ er­ 
sity , the v ote being 72 to 17. Fav ora­ 
ble action on the bill followed a debate 
in which charg es of ex trav ag ance were 
made ag ainst Purdue univ ersity work- 
ers, 
and 
in 
which 
Rep resentativ e 
Mitchell rep eated a story to the effect 
that farm school ex tension lecturers 
had ushed harv ester trust p lates to 
illustrate the lectures, and this to the 
disadv antag e of Indiana binder twine 
p roducers. It was shown that Purdue 
was not back*of the Clore bill, and the 
ex tension work of Purdue was strong ­ 
ly p raised by many sp eakers. 


Steno gra phers’ Bill KiI led. 


The Seidensticker bill to p rov ide for 
the p ay ment of court stenog rap hers in 
the Marion county courts out of the 
county fund for ex tra work in trans­ 
cribing instructions to juries, was kill­ 
ed by the striking out of the enacting 
clause. This was the first time during 
the session that the enacting clause 
had been stricken out of a bill. 
Rep ­ 
resentativ e Wells was the man who 
wielded the cleav er, and h, declared 
in attacking the measure that he did 
not p rop ose to p ermit the p ay ment of 
the money of the p eop le to stenog rap h­ 
ers who already were drawing reg ular 
p ay for doing the work required by the 
courts. 
Another error on the p art of the 
senate clerical force in making up the 
record of an imp ortant bill came to 
lig ht when it was found that the rec­ 
ords show that a motion to reconsider 
Senate Bill 105 p rev ailed, whereas, in 
truth, no v ote has ev er been taken on 
the motion, and it is still p ending . 
This bill i one introduced by Senator 
Proctor, and p rov ides that a foreig n 
c o rp o ra l 
shall p ossess no more 
p ow­ 
ers in th 
state than it p ossesses in 
the state ii which it is org anized. The 
bill Is one in which a strong corp ora­ 
tion lo b b y which hang s on the skirts 
of the sen te at all times is taking a 
v ery activ e interest. 


Lo ca ting the Bla me. 


The blame for the error finally was 
p laced on Howard Bell of Gary , reg is­ 
ter clerk. 
An ex amination of the in­ 
dorsem ents on the back of the Brady 
motion show's that Arthur Jones, file 
clerk, had indorsed 
it, “To be reconsid­ 
ered,” making tins entry to show the 
nature of the motion. Bell say s, think­ 
ing the motion had been p assed, he 
added the words: “So ordered,” for 
the p urp ose of making Jones’s indorse­ 
ment more sp ecific.

The biff introduced in the senate by 
Sena to r W hite for the p urp ose of g iv ­ 
ing city councils the rig ht to fix ra tes 
to be charg ed for g as, w ater and elec­ 
tric serv ice in all cases in which the 
ra te is no t fix ed by fra nchise a nd in 
a ll ca ses in which a co mpa ny is o per­ 
a ting witho ut fra nchise, wa s repo rted 
fa v o ra bly with certa in a mendments. 
The bill a s o rigina lly intro duced a p­ 
plied to a ll cities, a nd wo uld ha v e re­ 
pea led the India na po lis 6 0-cent ga s 
la w. As so o n a s Sena to r White lea rn­ 
ed o f this, a nd o f the fa ct tha t the biff, 
if it beca me a la w, might hea d o ff the 
mo v ement in so me o ther cities fo r 
chea per ra tes, he fa v o red a n a mend­ 
ment ma king the biff a pply o nly to ga s 
ra tes in cities o f the fifth cla ss. This 
is the biff a s it no w sta nds.

W ashington, 
Feb. 
3.—The 
senate 
passed the ocean mail subsidy bill 
which authorizes the postm aster gen­ 
eral to enter into contracts for carry ­ 
ing the mails to South American p ons 
and to the Philippines, Japan, China 
and Australasia at a rate of $4 a mile 
on the outward voy age to vessels of 
the second class and $2 a mile on the 
outward voy age to vessels of the third 
class. 
The amo unt o f the subsidy to be 
paid in any o ne y ear, ho wev er, is limit­ 
ed to $4,000,000, and under no circum­ 
stances shall ex ceed the amo unt o f 
mo ney receiv ed o n acco unt o f fo reign 
mails. 
This is the first impo rtant ad­ 
ministratio n measure to be passed by 
the senate this sessio n. 
The bill went thro ugh under co ndi­ 
tio ns that giv e little enco uragement 
to its friends. 
On two separate ro il 
calls o n the passage o f the measure, 
the v o te was a tie, 39 to 39 . 
The v ice 
president ex ercised his prero gativ e o f 
v o ting, and thus sav ed the measure 
fro m defeat. 


The y Are Hot a t W a ts on. 
Ev en then the bill would have failed 
but for the absence o f the new Demo­ 
cratic senator 
from W est Virginia. 
Clarence "Watson, who took the oath of 
o ffice in the morning at the urgent re­ 
quest o f his Democratic 
colleagues, 
who were anxious to get rid of one 
Republican vote and as they supposed 
add one Democratic vote in opposition 
to the measure. 
Mr. W atson was in 
the senate cham ber during the early 
part of the voting, but disappeared 
later and could not be found. 
A dili­ 
gent search was made for him. 
Fur­ 
thermore, he left no authority to pair 
him, and no pair was arranged. 
Senator Scott, Republican, W est Vir­ 
ginia, with a smile announced the ab­ 
sence of his colleague and ventured to 
suggest that W atson was “undoubted­ 
ly detained from the senate by im port­ 
ant business.” 
The Republicans en­ 
joy ed the situation, and the Demo­ 
crats appeared much disgusted. 
They 
are hot at “Brother W atson.” 
Several Democratic senators spoke 
in opposition to the measure. Senator 
Shively offered an am endm ent which 
proposed to limit the am ount of the 
subsidy to be paid in any one y ear to 
the receipts from carry ing foreign 
mails, after deducting the expenses in­ 
curred in the United States on account 
o f collecting and forwarding foreign 
mails. 
This am endm ent was defeated 
by five majority , all of the Republican 
insurgents and Senator Burton lining 
up in opposition to the Shively am end­ 
ment. 
None of the Democrats voted 
against the amendment. 
After Senator Shively ’s am endm ent 
had been disposed of Senator Stone of­ 
fered an am endm ent adm itting to free 
American registry foreign built ships 
not intended for coastwise trade. This 
am endm ent was 
lost 
by only two 
votes. 
Again the insurgent Republi­ 
cans and Senator Burton lined up with 
the Democrats. 
On the vote on the 
Shively am endm ent the new senator 
from W est Virginia had been present 
and voted for the amendment. 


Got One Vote , a t Least. 
Senator Newlands 
offered 
as 
an 
am endm ent his proposal to have the 
navy departm ent build thirty auxili­ 
ary cruisers of 6 ,000 tons each at a 
limit of cost of $1,000.000 each. 
This 
proposal received one vote— th at of 
Mr. Newlands. 
Senator Jones of W ashington sought 
to have the bill amended to m ake it 
apply to vessels 
to 
be 
“h ereafter 
built.” but Senator Gallinger pointed 
out to him that this would exclude the 
two ships of the Oceanic line now tied 
up at San Francisco. 
He stated that 
these were the only vessels now built 
to which the bill would apply . 
Mr. 
Jones then withdrew his amendment. 
The close vote on the house am end­ 
m ent had caused the Republican lead­ 
ers much uneasiness, and now they 
were further em barrassed when Sena­ 
tor Smith of Michigan, who had been 
voting with them on previous rod 
calls, declared that he could not sup­ 
port the Gallinger bill. 
Mr. Sm ith’s 
switch to the opposition gave promise 
of a tie vote. 
At the sam e time the 
Democrats were out scouting to find 
Senator Watson. 
Senator Gallinger 
was very much in earnest when he 
arose to reply to Senator Smith. 
He 
chided him for inconsistency and de­ 
clared that if the subsidy bill failed on 
the vote about to be taken, th at he, 
Gallinger, would make no further at­ 
tem pt to pass it. 
Sunr.y J im to the Re s cue . 
The roll call proceeded, 
and as It 
was nearing completion the Demo crats 
and insurgents were sm iling and co n­ 
gratulating each o ther, and the Repub­ 
lican leaders seemed to be depressed. 
When the first ro ll call was co mpleted 
the bill was defeated. 
The o ppo sitio n 
had two majo rity . Then the assistant 
aergeant-at-arms rushed Senato rs Nel­ 
so n and Clark o f W y o ming into the

El Paso, Tex., Feb. 3.—W ith 8 00 in­ 
surrectos marching on Juarez, about 
twelve miles distant to the south, all 
reinforcements for the border town cut 
off, and less than 300 armed men in 
the town, including volunteers, the j 
rebels say they will set up the capital' 
of Chihuahua In El Paso’s sister city 
before another twenty -four hours. 
An 
attem pt to get reinforcements into 
Juarez from Casas Grandes, where 
Colonel Roboga and command have 
been fighting rebels and taking defeats 
for a week past, failed when the Mex­ 
ican officials were unable to secure 
trainm en to run a train down the line 
after them. 
It would have been use­ 
less, as the insurrectos, advancing on 
the town, held both the Mexican and 
the Mexico N orthw estern roads and 
are advancing on the city in the shape 
o f a fan. 


Adm it The y Ca nnot Hold O ut. 


As showing the extrem es to which 
the Juarez officials have been put, they 
blew up their own powder supplies. 
They admit that they cannot hold out 
against the rebels, but are fortify ing 
the city and preparing to resist 
The 
federáis 
dy namited a small bridge 
about tw enty miles south of Juarez 
and then hid near the track to attack 
the oncoming train. The train bearing 
only forty -five men and high explo­ 
sives, ran into the cut and the federáis 
opened fire. 
The rebels replied and 
the fire of the federáis set off the dy ­ 
namite. 
This literally blew the train 
to pieces. 
The Juarez authorities are making 
absolutely no attem pt to send out an 
advance guard to m eet 
the rebels. 
They have no machine guns nor field 
pieces in Juarez, but have fortified all 
the public buildings, where they make 
their stand.
